New York, June 4—Robert B. Roose- 


velt, the uncle of Governor Roosevelt, 
Iresh from the Paris exposition arrived 
lome on the Holland line steamship 
Statedam today. "I ana not a cynic and 
am usually easily pleased." said Mr. 
Roosevelt when seen at his" residence, 57 
Fifth avenue, "but that exposition is 
:he worst fake and fraud that was ever 
perpetrated on mankind. 


The papers were right when they 


said recently that the American building 
at the exposition was unsafe. It is'un- 
safe. I don't care what is said to the. 
contrary, and I want to tell the people? 
of New York that it is. 


"Unless you have been to the exposi- 


:ion you can't understand how Ameri- 
cans are being robbed 
in" Paris this 


summer. Beally it is the duty, of scm'e 
one to warn Americans to keep away 
trotn the exposition and I am going to 
take up.that duty. 


"In the first place it is worse than a 


Bowery—not as interesting as the most 
uninteresting show 
on the Bowery. 


Everything a"bout it is a fake. I have 
read lots in the papers about the won- 
derful spyglass that showed the moon. 
I went to see this spyglass and found it 
pointed to a magic lantern, I detected 
the fake at once but I went on as did all 
others and paid another franc to see the 
next fake.

"Before I went to the exposition I 


calculated that a person could see the 
whole show lor 360 francs. I discovered 
Before-1 left that it cost just 1,500 
francs to see every fake." 


AWFUL FAMINE SCENES 


Shocking; Conditions Now, Prevail in 


India—Camps Swept by Chole- 


ra and Small Pox. 


Bombay,.June 4—Louis Klopsch of 


New York, publisher of The Christian 
Herald, who arrived hero May 14,-and 
made a tour of the famine strfcken dis- 
trict, makes the following statement .re- 
garding his observations: 


"Everywhere!met the most shock- 


ing and revolting scenes. The famice 
camps have been swept clear by cholera 
and small pox. Fugitives, scattering in 
all direction a'nd stricken in flight, were 
found dying in the fields and ropdside 
ditches.' -The numbers at one relief sta 
tion were increasing at the rate of 10.000 
per day. 


"At Godhera there were 3,000 deaths 


from cholera within four days and at 
Dohad 2,500 in the -same period. 
The 


hospital death rate at Godhera and Do- 
had was 90 per cent. The condition of 
the stricken simply beggars deacription. 
Air and water were impregnated, with an 
intolerable stensh of corpses. At Ah- 
medabad the death rate in tbe poorhouse 
was 10 per cent. Every day I saw new 
patients placed face to face with corpses. 
In every fourth cot there was a corpse. 


"The thermometer read 115 in the 


shade. Millions of flies hovered around 
the uncleaned disentery patients. 


"The government is doing its best but 


the native officials are hopelessly and 
heartlessly 
inefficient. 
Between 
the 


famine, tho plague and the cholera, the 
conditions of Bombay presidency is now 
worse than it has been at any previous 
period in the Nineteenth century. 
The 


spirit of the people is broken and there 
may be something still worse to come 
when the monsoon breaks."

PLANS TO STAMPEDE CONVEN- 


TION IN HIS BEHALF. 


He is Not President McKinley's Choice 


—Only Way to Stop His Nomina- 
tion is for the Administration to 
Name a Man—Dolliver in Hig'b 
Favor, 


Washington, D. C,, June 4—In 'cast- 


ing up the vice presidential situation, 
most of the leaders say frankly that 
Dolliver's name has aroused 'more posi- 
tive enthusiasm than that of any other 
name recently suggested. The brilliant 
young 
Iowa representative 
has an 


abundance of friends both in the house 
and senate, who knows not only his elo- 
quence, which everybody knows, but 
his breadth, dignity and general ability. 
Among members of congress there is 
but little hesitation in declaring that 
Dolliver would furnish the exact quali 
ties needed in the campaign—youth, en- 
thusiasm and oratorical powers of an 
unusual character. 
It is noticeable that 


of all the names suggested that of Dol- 
liver seems to remain longer, and the 
mention of his hame has developed into 
the proportions of a genuine boom here 
in Washington, which can hardly be. said 
for onyone else.. 


Yet, in spite of all this, there is a 


superior current ' everywhere 
today 


among 
representatives, senators and 


officials, to the effect that after all the 
Roosevelt nomination cannot be prevent- 
ed by him or by anybody else. . Men 
usually supposed to speak "for the ad- 
ministration say frankly neither the 
President nor Senator Hanna/wants 
Roosevelt on the ticket. 
Nevertheless, 


thase assumed representatives of the ad- 
ministration say they fear the New York 
governor is planning to' stampede the 
convention in his own behalf." In some 
quarters it is asserted there is only , one 
way to prevent the convention ignoring 
Roosevelt's repeated • declinations, 
and 


that is to have the administration agree 
•on a candidate and let the fact be known 
in advance. It is quite evident that a 
convention not only ready b'vft eager to 
nominate Major McKinley by acclama-' 
tion would not willingly offend him by 
giving him a running mate he did not 
approve of, but it is said the • President's 
wishes must be conveyed in some author 
ative manner or the convention will be 
swept off its feet for Roosevelt. 


As this is-the only way Senator Platt 


could get rid of the- governor, and 
as 


Platt is an adept at' sudden manipula- 
;ion; the revival of the Roosevelt talk 
within the last twenty-four hours, par- 
;ieuiar)y in New York, is deemed signi 
iicant. Outside of Roosevelt, Dolliver 
ins more of a following than anybody 
else, and some of the President's closest 
Iriends are the most outspoken for the 
eloquent lowaq. . .

tresh as a rose, must have wondered 
about his barber. The President -has 
a man come in for haiV cutting, 
Bharij 


pooing, and similiar attentions, butwhe: 
it comes to artistic shaving the Presi 
dent trusts no one but hia faithful 
bar 


her for years, William McKioley. 


It has been frequently said by cynics 


and manufacturers of barbers' chairs 
that men take their lives and their . ra 
zors in hand together. This is scarcely 
true of the_Prtsident. Not only does he 
shave, him'self, but he does it "with an 
expertness nnd nerve which make the 
ordinary man shudder to think of. The 
President's face is remarkably regular in 
contour, and in spite of his vast respon-, 
sibilities is free from most of the furrows 
cares bring to other men. Members of 
tho family are authority for the state- 
ment that tbe President does not need a 
mirror at all. He lathers his face and 
then proceeds to walk about the room, 
talking, looking out of the window, and 
only stopping to try the razor on the 
shaving paper. 


There are millions of, men who can 


shave themseU-es without drawing blood 
and others who cannot trust themselves 
with a razor, but it is believed that the 
President is one of the extremely few 
who cnn shave without a mirror and pre- 
serve their own lives.

for Battlcahip Wisconsin 


P ittsburg, Pa,, June 4—What is prob- 


ably the largest single armor plate ever 
rriade at either Bethlehem or Homestead 
was shipped on Saturday to San Fran- 
cisco, to be used in the construction of 
the battleship Wisconsin, whioh is build- 
ing there. 


The plato will become the port plate 


of a turret on the vessel and is made on 
anew principle, being out at an angle 
instead of being the arc of a circle, the 
dea being to'bett'er deflect a shot. The 
ilate weighs thirty tons and cost over 
112,000.

KANSAS WHEAT READY TO CUT 


Yield Expected to be the largest In the 


History of the State . 


Topeka, Kan., June 4—Tbe farmers 


of Kansas will, begin this wetk to harvest 
the largest/ wheat crow in the history of 
the state. Secretary Ooburn of the state 
board ol agriculture says: 


"The crop tbis year will be the heavi- 


est ever known. In 1892 Kansas had 
3.800,000 jacres of wheat and raised 70,- 
000,000 bushels, an average of eighteen 
bushels to the1 acre. This year the win- 
ter wheat acreage is 4,685.819, as esti- 
mated by fhe growers, and the average 
yield will be larger than that of 1892. 
The crop in general was never in better 
condition.

WILL FLY PENNANT IN EUROPE 


Rodger* to Ke-Entabli.sti n Naval Station 


In Eantarn Waters. 


New York, June 4.—-A special to the 


Tribune from Washington says that 
Rear-Admiral Frederick Rotlgers has 
been selected to re-establish the Euro- 
pean station, according tp the genera] 
understanding at the navy department, 
and will probably fly his pennant from 
the new battleship Kearsarge in the 
English channel before the end of Au- 
gust. 
At tha final inspection of the 


battleship the first of this week by 
Admiral Rodgc.rs this information was 
imparted to the officers of the ship, 
and they were too delighted to keep 
their good fontuue- as secret as the 
navy department wished for a month 
or two, at least. 
The choice of the 


Kearsarge as flagship of the European 
lleet is regarded as particularly appro- 
priate, as she will create a. good' im- 
pression concerning the latest prod- 
ucts of American naval ingenuity, in- 
cluding the superimposed turrets and' 
electrical auxiliaries. Admiral Rodgers 
is also regarded as well fitted to com- 
mand this important station, which 
was abandoned for lack of ships just 
before war was declared two years ago, 
and on which no American pennant 
has since been displayed except that 
of Admiral Dewey, last year. The oth- 
er vessels of the Beet, except the Al- 
bany, which has just been commis- 
sioned in English waters, have not yet 
been selected, and it is possible that 
no others can.be spared until next fall, 
when the admiral will naturally wish 
to cruise into the Mediterranean. By 
that time, unless the norte . in 
the 


meantime pays the promised mission- 
ary indemnity, the command will be 
strengthened until capable of making 
a considerable display of force.

How to MfUtc a. Hnuily Trav- 


eling Cane mid a Seat 


Staairl Carrier.

To those who contemplate vacation 


Journeys now Is the time to prepare the 
necessary 
traveling articles 
which, 


though they may seem unnecessary, 
are a source of much comfort and' do 
away with those little annoyances In- 
cidental to the disorderly habit of not 
having a proper place for things. An 
article that ;can be made at compara- 
tively small cost and which will bring 
daily satisfaction is a case for toilet 
articles. 


To make the case use strong un- 


bleached linen. Cut a strip 25 inches 
long and 10 inchesi wide for the outside 
of the case; two strips 20 inches long 
and 3 inches wide for the side pieces; 
one strip 8 Inches long and 3 inches 
wide for the pockets and two strips 10 
inches long and 2 inches wide to hold 
brushes .and manicure articles. 


Should the case be intended for the 


use of a gentleman add extra straps 
for shaving material, military brushes, 
etc; 


Lay the side pieces on the case three 


Inches from one end, leaving a two 
inch lap at the other end, and sew. 
The seam should 'be on the outside of 
the case. Bind all edges with tape that 
matches the linen. Bind the edges of 
the pocket and straps in the same way. 
Three inches from the back edge of the 
case stitch one end of each strap in 
place, arranging them so that they will 
be two inches apart. Measure the space 
required for the slender toilet pieces 
and mnke a stitching so that «ach ar- 
ticle will fit snugly In the space appor- 
tioned to it. 


The pocket should be sewed on in the 


same way, and in addition one long 
edge should be stitched to the case, 
thus making several pockets for tooth 
powder bottle, soap box, hairbrushes, 
etc. 


On the front edge of the case sew 


three sets of tapes or ribbons, allowing 
ample length for tying around a well

filled case. In folding the case turn In 
the- side pieces first aud then the short 
lap on the end of the case, roll snugly 
nncl tie with the ribbons.

Every traveler has experienced the 


annoyance of shawls and wraps thrown 
over the arm 011 a hot, dusty clay and 
the additional burden perhaps of a half 
dozen umbrellas and canes strapped 
together and tucked under a tired arm 
that is on the point of going on a 
strike. For such experienced martyrs 
of tne summer colony I would suggest 
a shawl case that will relieve the crm, 
keep off the grime from garments that 
one must carry with one, but which 
are not in use, and also hold those un- 
wieldy umbrellas. 


The material employed to make this 


shawl case is brown sail linen. Cut a 
length of goods 30 inches long and 20 
Inches wide for the outside easing and 
a strip 10 inches long and 7 inches wide 
for the outside pocket. Hem one long 
edge of the pocket. 
Embroider any 


preferred design on the linen in the 
old fashioned cross stitch. 
Sew the 


pocket on the outside of the case, mak- 
ing an inch fold at ,the sides and bot- 
tom to allow for bulging. To do this 
properly cut both of the lower corners 
at right angles and sew the edges to- 
gether. 
Over the edge of the pocket 


place a lap three Inches wide and ten 
inches long, cut the corners round and 
bind the edges. Sew on a button and 
an elastic loop. 


Hake another pccket nine inches- 


wide and 20 inches long for the inside 
of the case and place above it two 
straps each six inches long and one 
Inch wide, having two buttonholes. 
Sew buttons on the pocket. 


Two laps, each eight inches wide and 


12 inches long, are placed at a distance 
of five inches from the pocket. On the 
Inside of 'the case lap and directly un- 
der the handle are fastened three 
straps, each two inches wide and six 
inches long, and one inch from them 
are other corresponding straps with 
buckles. 
These are to hold the uin- 


brellns. 
Bind all the edges. 
Sew 


leather straps and buckles on the out- 
side lap aud a leather handle on the 
back of the case.
